Rossini is dead. A Brief cable 
from Paris announces the fact; and, though 
it will surprise no one, for the great com- 
poser was seventy-seven years of age, it will 


| grieve myriads all over the world. I? was the 


fortune of Rossini not only to succeed and 
to live down all rivalry, but to be an object 
of curiosity, to be talked about and writ- 
ten about by the gossips, to have a host of 
people around him; to be, in short, a lion.

Gioachino Rossini was born in Pesaro, 
near Bologna, Feb. 29, 1792.

This, however, did not preclude 
him from writing operas for other places, 
and in 1816 his “Barbiere di Saviglia,” 
probably the most admirable specimen of 
the Italian buffo opera in existence, was 
performed in Rome during the carnival, 
with a sticcess which, after the lapse of 
nearly half a century, has suffered no 
diminution. According to Manuel Garcia, 
for whom the “ Barbiere” was written, the 
greater part of it was composed in eight 
days. 

In 1816-17 he composed for the San Car- 
lo and other theaters upward of seven 
operas, three of which, “Otello,” “Cener- 
entello,” and “La Gazza Ladra,” are yet 
standard tavorites—the first a striking ex- 
ample of his forcible st¥le, and the second 
of his skill in producing florid embellish- 
ments. 

His “Mose in Egitto” (1818) ranks among 
the finest serious operas of theage. With- 
in the next few years were produced “La 
Donna del Lago,” “Maometto Secondo,” 
“Zelmira,” and a number of minor 
works, showing a gradual increase 
of power in harmony and _instru- 
mental effects with no loss of melodic 
beauty; and in 1823 he took his leave of the 
Italian stage with the opera of Semiramide, 
the most elaborate and gorgeous of his 
works*up to that period. In the same 
year he was married to Mme. Colbrau, a 
prima donna at the San Carlo, for whom 
many of his parts were written; and in 
1824 he visited London with his wife un- 
der an engagement to compose an opera for 
the King’s Theater. An indolent care- 
leseness now took the place of 
his former activity; he neglected his 
duties, failed to produce the promised op- 
era, and made the season ruinous to the 
lessees of the theater. His visit was prof- 
itable to himself, however, and he Jeft Lon- 
don with 10,000 pounds, derived from con- 
certs got up for him by the leaders of fash- 
ion at enormous prices of admission. Re- 
pairing to Paris he accepted the position of 
Director of the Italian Opera, an of- 
fice which he held until 1830 with 
little imcrease of professional celeb- 
rity, but with considerable profit. 

For three years he composed nothing 
new except aslight piece called “Il Viaggio 
& Rheims,” a portion of which was repro- 
duced in a graceful French opera entitled 
“LeCompte Ory,” although several of his 
former w were broyght out with suc- 
cess,including his “Maometto,” under the ti- 
tle of “Le Siege de Corinthe.” In 1829, how- 
ever, he made amends for his indolence by 
the production of “Guillaume Tell,” gener- 
ally considered his masterpiece in 
serious composition, a work abound- 
ing in beautiful melodies and 
in rich and varied instrumentation, but so 
different in style from his previous operas 
that it seems the creation of another mind. 
After this, with the exception of his 
“Stabat Mater’—a pleasing composition, 
but rather operatic than ecclesiastical in 
its character—for many years he wrote 
nothing. During his residence in Paris he 
was appointed by Charles X. inspector of 
singing, with a liberal salary, from the en- 
joyment of which he was cut off by the 
revolution of 1830. 

He remained several years occupied 
in claiming compensation for losses 
he had sustained, and in 1836 re. 
tired to an elegant villa near Bo- 
logna, where for nearly twenty years 
he principally resided, refusing the most 
tempting offers to write for the stage, on 
the ground that he was unwilling to en- 
danger his reputation by the production of 
inferior works. Ke was said to have in his 
possession the manuscript of an opera never 
yet performed, which, notwithstanding the 
solicitations of managers, has never seen 
the light. — 

A comic trifle called “Bruschino,” com- 
prising a collection of his youthful impro- 
visations and impromptus, was however 
performed in Paris in 1857. 

Visiting Paris in 1855 for the benefit of 
his health, he has since passed u large por- 
tion of each year there, and during the mu- 
sical season was to be seen nearly up to the 
day of his death at many of his former re- 
sorts, a genial, well-preserved old gentle- 
man, full of anecdotes and reminis- 
cences of musical history in europe during 
the last half century. 

Beside. his operas, numbering about 
forty, and his “ Stabat Mater,”’ he has writ- 
ten at different times cantatas, hymns, and 
& few miscellaneous vocal and instrumental 
pieces, not comparable in merit with. his 
dramatic compositions. The latter amply 
illustrate the richness and variety of his 
melodies, his consummate skill in writing 
for the voice, and the intimate and natural 
association of florid ornament with the 
body of music, which constitutes his pecu- 
| liar style.

thus roughly sketched, without a sense of 
‘sadness such as we-should feel in the de- 
mise of M. Guizot, or Dumas the elder; for 
Rossini was both a pbilosopher and ro- 
mancist, and his compositions are 
dear to those who not thorough- 
ly wedded to m Ftench and 
German art. We have had the pleasure of 
seeing the old maestro on the Boulevart 
des Italiens, sunning himself and smiling 
benignly at the passers-by. There was un- 
doubtedly a something about him which 
was genial and refreshing that made peo- 
ple love him. The last years of his life, we 
may believe, were happy years, albeit his 
health has been none of the best. He is 
gone now, and the Gazette des

For many months before the late Presi- 
dential election the Radical newspapers 
everywhere were filled with the most re- 
volting details of outrages upon the “loyal” 
people of the South, all of which were said 
to have been committed by the Kuklux in 
the darkness of night, or by the rebels in 
the broad light of day.

bayonets. This popular conviction 
had a most powerful effect ‘upon 
the ballotbox two weeks ago 
It elected Gen. Grant. To elect Sey- 
mour and thus procure the immediate 
extermination by fire and sword 
of all that is “loyal” at the South, was ask- 
ing too much ofthe independent voters of 
the North who had hired substitutes to 
shed a sufficient quantity of blood to save 
the Union. Beiieving that, while that effu- 
sion of the vital current was going on, the 
present “truly loyal” men, white and black, 
at the South, were as true as steel to “the 
old flag,” they could riot consent to see 
them slaughtered to lend eclat to the jubilee 
of the successful Seymour and Blair's 
Southern adherents.

DISASTER ON THE FALLS. 


Capsizing of a Skiff with Three 
Men at the Great Bridge. 


ONE OF THEM SWEPT AWAY. 


Probably no enterprise was eer presented 
in Loulsville attended by so many dangers as 
that of the building of the great tron bridge, 
which is soon to spe« the Ohio at the falls. 
The magnitude of s¢ work can hardly be 
comprehended «#rough a mere newspaper 
statement. he roaring of the angry waters 
of the ever tarbulent falls, the hissing, boiling 
billows that rise and fall and break as they 
sycep downward on the heart of the great 


river, Wake ominous music for the toiling 
workmen, as inch by inch almost the im- 
posing strueture is pushed out toward the In- 
diana shore. 

A few days ago, seven men were pushing 
thirty tons of rock on a car along the trestle- 
work, when the car accidentally slipped off the 
track. The great weight of rock breaking the 
car, five of the seven men were simultan- 
eously precipitated into the river, and reseucd 
with great difficulty. One of them was kept 
under water so long by a timber which had 
fallen above that he was about given up, 
when his head reippeared above the water. 

Quite recently, one of the great iron castings, 
as it was being placed in position, bore down 
its supporters, and, as it fell, crushed through 
the scaffolding, tearing and breaking down 

everything in ite way, until it struck the water 
and disappeared. 

Yesterday a disaster much more serious than 
any heretofore occurrei about 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. Mr. Vaughn, the Superintendent 
of the work, ordered Mr. Henry Smith, the 
chief derrick and pier man, to take a flatboat 
from'the point where pier No. 17 ia to be 
built, to pier No. 19, and to drop an anchor. In 
company with George Tate and Jobn Skelley, 
Smith set about the work, starting out with 
the anchor in a skiff. Ashe w nt to cast 
the anchor his foot caught in the rope, and the 
sudden jerk with the weight of the iror cap- 
sized the skiff, precipitating all three of the 
men into the water. One of Smith’s men 
was fortunate enongh to catch hold 
of the trestle-work, by whieh he’ saved him 
self, and the other, being thrown into the 
slack water of the falls, swam to the pier and 
was soon rescued. Smitk, being an execllent 
swimmer, end a reckless, dare-devil sort of a 
man, made no effort to saye himself, and when 
a rope was thrown to him he yelled to the parties 
on the trestle-work who were trying to save him 
that he intended to save the skiff before he 
would try to reach the trestle-work, “In a}mo- 
ment more he was swept upon the falls and 
carried away. He was acen to sink, but not 
to rise again, and was in all probability 
drowned. 

A short time afterward the skiff and two 
hats were seen from the New Albany ferry-.. 
boat, about a mile below the bridge, floating 
upon the surface of the river, but nothing was 
seen of poor Smith. As he was an expert 
swimmer, seme hope is entertained that he 
may have reached Sand Island, but there is 
little ground for it. 

Mr. Smith had a wife and one child, and was 
& man of some thirty-two or thirty-five years 
of age. He was from South Carolina, and 
came to this city from Nashyille, where he 
worked under Shea, in putting up the splen- 
did Fink iron-truss bridge of the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad, which now spans the 
Cumberland at that point. While there, he 
one day saved Mr. Shea from a fate similar to 
that which he himself is supposed to have met 


2on yesterday. 


The wife of Smith, hearing what had be- 
fallen her husbend, flew at once to the bridge, 
where he had last been seen, and gave way to 
the most violent demonstrations of grief. 
Efforts have been made to learn something 
definite in regard to the unfortunate man, and 
there will probably be some developments to- 


day.

The Dickens to Pay and None of 
' the Wherewith. 


A Serious Dilemma. 


{t is literally true that Louisville has no 
not a single one up to the me- 

tropolitan standard. Here and there we have 
a few squarcs of good cobble-stone pavement 
and two squares of Nicolson, but nothing 
more ‘deserving the name of thoroughfare. 
All of our so-called streets—every one of them 
—are in the last stages of dilapidation. Scarcely 
any one of them rises to the dig 
nity of a first-class dirt road 
through the rural districts. Why isit? That 
is the question the dear public, the traveling 
portion especially, are impatient to have an- 


.swered. We know, partly, why it is. The 


contracts for street repairs and improvements 
this year were not acted upon with that expe- 
dition which the emergency required, and. 
which the General Council could have adopt- 
ed. It was far into September before 
the street- work was begun in earn- 
est, and the contractors had  accom- 
plished very «little ere the frost and 
other untimely visitations checked their 
progress. The most potent of these circum- 
stances were the absorption of the fund set 
apart for mecting the street liabilities, and the 
withdrawal of the extra force that had been 
employed upon the public work. Thus the 
street service was reduced to the verge of ab. 
solute suspension, and so it remains. In the 
central part of the city, which sustains the 


great bulk of the heavy travel, there sis not«a | 


street in condition to withstand tle 
redoubled test to which they are. sub- 
jected in the winter time. It is entirely too 
late now to think of remedy. For this winter, 
at least, we are at the mercy of mud-holes and 
jagged surfaces upon our streets and the wild 
eaprice of the stern old winter King. Wemay 
as well persuade ourselves into that§ humor 
which shall enable us to endure the evil most 
philosophically. Next year, we have reason to 

, there will be a great change 
for the better. The General ‘Council 
and the Board of Street. Commission- 
ers, in anticipation of the augmented 
needs of the city, are directing their wisdom 
and energies to meet the crisis at every point. 
Already they have provided for a vigorous and 
general inauguration of work upon the streets 
and sewers just as soon as the season will per- 
mit. They made a somewhat dubicus start 
last Thursday night in appropriating about 
$140,000 for improvements in the two districts, 
when that sum has been expended in each of 
the districts the present year; but we are as- 
sured that when the occasion comes 
the appropriation bill will be suitably in- 
creased. After all, however, we cannot make 
the desired progress in our street and other 
public improvements without help from the 
General Assembly of the State. This has been 
thoroughly demonstrated in the past. No set 
of men are better acquainted with the fact 
than our State legislators, and we do hope 
they will, at the ensuing session of the 
Assembly, give the matter that speedy 
and enlightened consideration which it 
so obviously merits. What Louisville wants 
now, in preference to anything else, is author- 
ity to issue improvement bonds, say to the 
amotnt of three hundred thousand dollars an- 
nually for streets, sidewalks, etc., and three 
hundred thousand dollars for sewerage. With 
this much-needed grant of authority our me_ 
tropolis can and will in a a few years be made 
the equal of any ether on the continent in 
point of foundation, and will be started on a 
career of general prosperity and greatness tha! 
shall make her the Athens of the Miseissipp! 
Valley.

rHE “HOOSIERS.” 

A Su=day Afternoon in New Albany. 

yew Albany, the metropolis of Southern In- 
aana, is situated on the opposite bank of the 
Ohio, about two miles below, and within an 
hour's ride of Louisville; and yet not one-half 
of the people of our city have ever seen, or 
know anything of its rize, doings or its people. 
From their river front, they can see its white 
knobs that rear their heads almost to the 
clouds, and gaze at them with as much won- 
der and surmise as did Cesar when his con- 
quests bad brought him through Gaul, and he 
stood gazing at the white cliffs of Britain that 
stood, silent and mysterious, far out in the 
channel. 

Thinking that perhaps a sketch of this part- 
ly unknown neighbor of ours would be inter- 
esting to our readers, we took the Main street 
cars for Portiand yesterday afternoon, croased 
on the ferry boat, and landed on the shore of 
the ‘Hoosiers’ about three o'clock, and im- 
mediately made our way up into their town 
with the full intention of “‘writin’’em up,” or 
rather, one of their Sunday ofternoons. 

We soon found that the task we had under- 
taken was no easy one, without making some- 
thing outof nothing is called ecasy—not that 
we mean that New Albany, or the ‘‘Hoosiers,”’ 
either, are nothing, but that the town was so 
still and things so dry that it was a task to 
find anything to write about. We got up to 
Main street, however, and found that they had 
a street railway. Itlieson Main street, is a 
mile anda half long, and the cars, which are 
similar to ours, run every twelve minutes. 

As we progressed one thing especially no- 
ticeable on the streets was the absence of 
drunken men. New Albany is temperate, if 
nothing clse, and compels her drinking saloons 
to close on the Sabbath, and her people have 
discountenanced the use of intoxicating drinks 
to such an extent that bar-room signs are few 
and far betwecn, and, unlike the pious portion 
of Louisvillians, the cars of our New Albany 
friends are not insulted on the Sabbath by the 
sound of wanton music. The noble organiza- 
tion of Good Templars is prospering in this 
place, and to their good works in a great part 
is owing the temperate habits of the place. 

At some of the churches divine service was 
being held, while at others large and well at- 
tended Sabbath-schools were fm session. When 
these were dismissed was the only time du- 
ring the afternoon that the streets presenied a 
lively appearance, and then for a short time 
they were filled by the returning children, 
who came from every direction dressed in 
pretty colors, and tripping along blithely to 
their homes with their books under their arms, 
all joyful and happy. 

They soon disappeared, however, and the 
streets were left to the same deserted appear- 
ance as before. We wondered what could 
have become of the people, and we could not 


belp draw the contrast between New Albany . 


to-day and the sclfsame place as we saw it 
several years ago—we mean the time when 
Morgan made his famous raid through Indiana 


pogul came very near giving New Albany a call 


We happened to. be there then, and the terror 
depicted upon the ruddy faces of the Hoosiers 
at tlie near appaoach of the dreaded Confed- 
erate chief was beyond description. The 
streets, now so desolate, weré then flocked 
by them, running in every direction, 
not ‘‘seeking whom they might devour,” but 
seeking to be sure that no one devoured 
them. The hills back of the city that to-day 
are so silent and deserted, were then blue with 
soldiers and bristling with bayonets. Their 
high tops were fortifications and their en- 
wenchments on the hillsides are now the gul- 
leys by which the water passes down and 
away to the river. Now the Hoosiers are shut 
up in their houses, enjoying the peaceful Sab- 
bath; then they were watching with terrified 
look the peaks, expecting the chief to descend 
upon them and theirs at any moment. . But hé 
passed them by, and unto this day they tell of 
the great raid and why the ragged rebels dared 
not come to New Albany. “No, no; they 
knew better than that.’’ (?) 

Later in the evening a few emerged from 
their houses to enjoy a promenade, and in 
every case we noticed that the ladies predomi- 
nated. We have heard how over in Indiana, 
like Massachusetts, there are six women to one 
man, but we always thought it was 
an attempt te poke fun at the 
‘‘Xvosiers ;” but, judging from the display in 
one of their principal cities yesterday, it is so. 
Where we saw one male we saw three or four 
females on an average. If it is so, then our 
friends across the river should have 4 leap 
years, and let the ladies go a courting. 

Going down Main street we met a trio of ne- 
groes (who, by the way, seem to be one step 
higher on the ladder of equality than they are 
in Kentucky), dressed in the latest trim; and, 
what made them conspicuous ip our eyes, was 
the manner in which they were bespangled by 
medals and ribbons. On one side of their vests 
were Grant and Colfax miniatures and ribbons, 
while the other side was literally covered by 
those of their champion, the newly-elected 
Governor. . They sported canes, of course, 
which they swung and flirted without regard 
to the safety of passers-by. 

All the flag poles and transparencies used 
in the late -political campaign remain in their 
places and are the only things that now re- 
main to tell of the recent bitter and relentless 
canvass. The people all seem to have been 
reconcited to one another and the defeated 
party to the result; and now why not tear 
down those memorials of the bitter past and 
let the wounds it has made be healed. 

Many scenes and incidents could be enu- 
merated, but we will reserve them, perhaps 
fora future time. As the sun-sank to rest be- 
bind the hills we repaired ta the ferry-boat, 
which was coughing and paddling away in the 
river toward us. She hove up, we jumped 
aboard, and returned, deeply impressed with 
the morality and quiet and serene Sabbath of 
the Hoosiers.

The subject of a railroad direct from this 
city to Vincennes, Indiana, is now being ayi- 
tated along the line of country throngh which 
the road would pass, and although the capital- 
iste of Louisville are more vitally interested in 
the success of the proposed road than the peo- 
ple at any other point, they have not as yet 
given it their attention. A number of reagons 
exist which should induce them to give the 
enterprise material assistance. The road 
would pass through a section of country 

facilities, 
in 
its wealth of mineral resources, timber and 
agricultural products by any other. Tie trade 
from this region of country, whet there is of 
it, nowy, goes to Cincinnati, and the 
road would not only divert it to this city but 
would develop a large business which now ex- 
ists only in a latent state. Another important 
consideration is the fact that it would give us 
amore direct route to St, Louis, and passei- 
gers from that city to this would save the dis- 
tance from Vincennes to Seymour by changing 
éars at the former point, to say nothing of the 
repugnance entertained by the traveling 
public to forming a more _ intimate 
acquaintance with the latter. Louis- 
vile is entitled to the trade of this 
section, by virtue of their relative geographical 
positions, and by the proper effort on her part 
could gair it. The fact that the new road 
would compete to a great extent with the Jef- 
fersonville, Madison, and Indianapolis road, 
which now has @ monopoly of a great deal of 
the bDhsiness which would naturally fall to it— 
and which we are bound to say is, like all 
monopolies, oppressive—will no doubt have a 
great influence in inducing the people along 
the line of the road to give material aid to the 
enterprise with more than usual readiness. 
The importance of the project demands the at- 
tention of the capitalists and business men of 
the city.
